j| Wrexcter, was from a Letter Mr Baxter communi- 
cated to me, which he received from the Reverend 
Mr Markham , the prefent vvorthy Incumbcnt of that 
Place 5 which gave me occafion of making farther en- 
quiry, by writing to the Reverend Mr Richard Lloyd of 
S&lop^ who, at my requeft, was fo obliging as to take a 
Journey andviewit: The Remarks he then fent me, 
being miflaid, I muft refer you to Mr Ly(ier's accurate 
Modd and Defcription, which I am glad to hear you are 
about publifiaing in the Phil. TranfaBions. I have for 
fome years cherifht an Acquaintance with Mr Ljjier, 
whofe AfEftance in the late Edition of Camden ought 
not to have been paft over in Silence, but deferv'd a more 
publick Acknowledgement 5 fure I am, had it not been 
for this Worthy Perfon, the Memory of fo remarkablea 
Pieee of Amiquity wou'd in all probability have been 
loft to Pofterity. 

I think it not impertinent, upon this occafion, that 
fome Account ftiou'd be given of che Place where it v/as 
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difcover'd, as likewife of the natiirc or kind of rhe Anti- 
quity itfelf : And certainly Wroxeter was one of the nioft 
ConOderable Military Stations or Colonies the Romans 
had in this Ifland 5 the City Wall, as appears from a 
Survey taken by Mt Lyfler, was not rriuch lels than three 
Miles in Circnmference 5 'tis not improbable, but that it 
was founded by Smtonim Paulinm, or after by Agricola, 
m their March to fubdue Mona, now Anglcfey : But noc 
to trouble you with my. own Conjeftures, Ifendyoua- 
long with this an ExtracF&ut of a Learned Work (which 
I hope will e're long fee theLigh^) I mean A Gloffarium 
Antiquitatum Britannicarum, whicb was tranfmitted to me, 
by the obliging Author , my worthy Countryman -, 
Mr Baxter, whofe Skill and Knowledge in dur Brttijfa, 
Roman and Saxon Antiquiries, as well as in ali other ufe- 
ful Literature, is fufficiently known to you, and the reft 
of the Learncd World.- 

The other Paper I fend you, is A Letter I received 
fome tirne fince from the fame Worthy Ferfon, in An- 
fwer to fome Enquiries relating to the Hypocaujh of the 
Antients. 

Since I did my felf the Honour of prefenting MtLyJkrf 
Module to the Society, I have been inform'd bythe juftly- 
admir'd Vitruvitts of our Age and Nation, Sir Chrift. Wretr, 
that he difcover'd the remains of fuch another Hypocaujl, 
when they were laying the Foundation of the Kings 
Houfe at Winchefler. 

Mr Chrift. Hunter^ in a Letter to Dr Lyfter, dated :Map 
the i5th, 1703. fince publifht in the TranfaBions, gtves 
an Account of an Antiquity ot this kind dug up in Tork- 
(hire, as appears from the Defcription he gives ;ot it, tin 
the Phil. TranJ. for the Months of March and April, An.~. 
Dom. J702. Numb. 378. p. 1131. 

The Ingenious Mr Edward Lhveyd in his ufeful Additi» 
ons to Camden, takes notice of another difcover'd at Kaer 
hjn "m QertwvQttfiin , one of the Hollow Bricks or Tun- 
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riels whereof he there defcribes, and gives a Figure of it, 
iri the Table of the Curiofities addedat the end of the 
Weljh Counties $ it occurs Numb. 8. to which 1 refer 
you.
